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= What if a Second World War 
is Won by Nazi Germany? 


T IS time for people with aching heads and 
quaking nerves to look at the picture of inter- 
national events from a far different viewpoint 
than a Jewish-kept press suggests to them. 
The United States is living in an era of wars 
and rumors of wars. The excuse given for all 
this military turmoil is, that the heads of two 
European States, Italy and Germany, are dangerous “dicta- 
tors,” and in the face of their “aggressive” behavior, our own 
form of government stands imperiled. Unless these men are 
overthrown—or so the assumption has it—they will keep on 
bringing the countries of the Old World into their control 
until the day arrives when the aggregation of nations under 
their “unhallowed” leadership will be too strong for “free” 
peoples to cope with. Thereupon, these “dictators” will move 
the arena of their exploits over onto this side of the Atlantic 
and America will have to bow to the same “serfdom” that 
now is alleged to be the order from the Rhine to the Tiber. 
Millions of Americans absorb this sort of balderdash from 
their propaganda newspapers nightly, and accept it as gospel 
fact. So they agree that the United States as a government 
should act to prevent it by courting war now? 
Pick up any newspaper printed nightly at present, and you 
will find its editorial policy taking it for granted that if the 
United States should cooperate with Britain, France, and Rus- 
sia, to halt the menace of these two “dictators,” there could not 
be a shred of doubt about the outcome. It is taken as a fore- 
gone conclusion that such a coalition would “thrash the trou- 
sers” off the offending totalitarian States, and the menace of 
their aggressions be removed forever. 
The question discussed nightly is not whether such a coali- 
tion is justifiable, or whether the “dictator” nations actually 
can or will do what the inspired officials in ‘Washington would 
have us accept, but on what basis the “democracies” should 
cooperate and how would the spoils be divided after such con- 
flict is won. 
In all of the vainglorious war-mongering, two things, it 


is obvious, are being overlooked. The first of these is: That 
this matter of the inevitability of war is purely a connivance 
of powerful international Jews to put themselves back into the 
saddles of power in Italy and Germany. The second is: That 
just because Britain and America have always been victorious 
in whatever wars they have undertaken, is by no means any 
assurance that they always wll be successful. 

This business of taking it for granted that America, Britain, 
France, and Russia, could whip the totalitarian States—mean- 
ing the coalition of Germany, Austria, Italy, and Spain— 
is as mischievous as it is dangerous in this respect— 

The American, British, and French public is being pernicious- 
ly kept ignorant of the fact that with Japan as an ally in the 
Far East, the balance of power has gone to the axis nations, 
and for the first time in history, America and Britain face a 
force against which a war would mean overwhelming defeat! 


ONE of this, understand, is advance war propaganda in 
favor of the Fascists. It is looking nakedly and without 
Jew-motivated bias at the military, air, and economic re- 
sorces of the Fascists, and considering possibilities in the light 
of harsh international facts. 
As is shown later on, in the pages of this issue, Germany is 
now so superior in the air that, known only to experts, Great 
3ritain and France are absolutely at her mercy. Hitler can 
despatch 100 airplanes per hour to bomb Paris or London, and 
keep it up for twenty-four hours at a stretch. Neither Britain 
nor France begins to come within a fraction of such strength, 
and the statesmen of both of those countries know it. More- 
over, some of Germany’s latest planes can travel at 435 miles 
an hour—the greatest speed thus far attained by man in the 
history of his race. Backed by the trained land forces of a 
territory larger than all the other nations of Europe combined, 
the Blackshirt Legions of Mussolini, the trained and hard- 
ened veterans of Franco, and the sea fleet of the Japanese, 
the Fascist powers are now in control of the international sit- 
nation, and know tt! (OVER) 
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This was the real significance of the Munich Pact. Millions 
of unlearned persons accept that the Munich Pact had, as its 
only significance, the coming together of two “dictators” to 
preserve their systems of government. So the Jew-controlled 
press has lead them to believe. 

But the real essence of the Munich Pact was something more 
vital. The teaming-up of Mussolini and Hitler, with the 
victorious Franco as an ally in the west and an equally vic- 
torious Japan as an ally in the East, truly meant that for the 
first time in modern history, four major States acting in con- 
junction were powerful enough from the military standpoint 
to challenge the other nations of the earth and run more than 
a fifty-fifty chance of coming off victorious, in the event that 
the rest of the world became pitted against them. Yet the 
Munich Pact was more— 

The four major States thus challenging the rest of the world, 
were directed by rulers who were devoid of any harassments 
or directings by Jewry. 

The remainder of the world’s governments, without an excep- 
tion, are Jew-ridden and Jew-plagued, Jew-infested and Jew- 
dominated.

IGHT now, Jewish propagandists are working overtime, 
striving to build up a war fervor against Hitler and the 
“dictators.” Part of it is commercial—hoping to sell millions 
of dollars’ worth of arms to this bankrupted government and 


make a lot of money—part of it is reckless hatred of the Nazi 
chieftain who has bested them on every front, and part of it 
is sheer camouflage for the collecting of troops and the move- 
ment of military units to offset the civil war effects of anti-

The illustration at the top of the first page showed Hit- 
ler’s hand containing five playing-cards: ace, king, queen, jack, 
and ten-spot. Instead of the usual markings, however, on each 
card appeared the design of the swastika. Each card showed a 
part of a German war-plane wing, on which also was the 
fraught swastika emblem. 
Although Mr. Johnston’s flying days are over, he is still a 
pilot. And he is decidedly an editor, and a writer who knows 
his stuff. In this remarkable article on Germany’s superiority 
in the air, he conveyed that Germany is the only country in the 
world whose military aviation combines both quality and quan- 
tity in proper proportions. She is the only country in the 
world that has shown adequate reserves of first-line equipment 
on her shelves, ready to be drawn upon at a moment’s notice. 
She is the only country in the world that has an established 
manufacturing industry with a capacity far and away in ex- 
cess of current demands—an industry that is now ticking 
along smoothly, under no pressure, and out-producing any 
other country in the world by a comfortable margin. And 
Germany has probably made more real progress than any other 
power in training competent personnel to man her factories 
and her air-fleets. So said Johnston, backing up Lindbergh. 
It would take the United States at least three years to begin 
to catch up to Germany’s present point, even under war-time 
pressure. Do we begin to understand why Lindbergh couldn’t 
wax enthusiastic over one lone war-bird turned out at Langley 
Field after seven years of trying, and why Hitler wasn’t bluf- 
fing at Munich when he suggested that his potential allies 
“sign on the line”?

Lindbergh or Johnston alone, for forecasting the fate of 
British and American Jews if they carry their provocative 
tactics against Hitler too far.

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J. Edgar Hoover Scored for 
Investigating Pelley Readers 


HE LETTER which follows is typical of the 
sentiment expressed in scores of communica- 
tions to Members of Congress and the editor 
of LIBERATION, castigating J. Edgar Hoover 
and the G-Men for taking time off from 
criminal investigation to ferret out facts about 
anti-Semitic readers of the Pelley Publica- 
tions, obviously for use of Jews high in the Administration.

My dear Senator: 


LTHOUGH not of your geographical constituency, this 
humble writer is hereby taking the liberty to liaison re- 
garding a vital matter involving the Constitutional rights of all 
free American citizens. This prerogative is assumed because 
your correspondent firmly believes that in so addressing this 
communication it is dispatched directly to the greatest living 
representative of the Party of Abraham Lincoln, and the 
‘sacred Cause of human rights to which this sainted patriot 
devoted his entire life—and in the end gladly gave it. 
Mr. Senator, it has been well said, “The price of liberty is 
eternal vigilance!” This time-honored slogan never before in 
history has implied such significance as it does today, after 
more than half a decade of political maladministration; dur- 
ing the erratic course of which we have witnessed assault after 
assault upon that Immortal Document above cited. Whereas 
in the final act of a stupid, and a stupendous, tragedy-of-errors 
—in which We The People have been unwillingly, or unwit- 
tingly, forced to play the role of victims—it is discovered that 
no artifices humanly known are being overlooked by this band 
of zealous Bureaucrats bent upon a program of perpetuation- 
in-power-at-any-cost in the face of dismal failure. 
Now before dealing specifically with the major premise to be 
herein presented, it is very fitting and proper that we initially 
quote, for due emphasis, Article I, of the original group of 
Amendments to that sacred script, Divinely inspired, which is 
destined to live on to immortality when its present-day, would- 
be despoilers have returned to dust and oblivion such as ma- 
terialistic selfishness begets : 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to petition the government 
for a redress of grievances.” 


ME: SENATOR, that this keystone of human rights is at 
the very moment being arrogantly violated at the subtle 
instigation of some maliciously mischievous advisorship within 


the Washington Bureaucracy can scarcely be in the least dis- 
credited, upon examination of the evidence presented. 
For when a free citizen of the Republic is subjected to an in- 
quisition at the hands of an official representative of the FBI— 
an individual assigned by Law to the task of apprehending 
inter-State criminals—simply because of the fact that said 
citizen receives and digests a magazine opposed to Com- 
munism, it is high time to take stock of Constitutional rights— 
to say nothing of the potentialities of gross political mal- 
feasance. 

Specifically, it is contended that for such an Agency of the 
Federal Government to hunt down a free citizen to his abode 
and forthwith subject him to a barrage of questioning regard- 
ing his personal affairs since birth, on no more justification 
than that previously cited, constitutes exercise of undue and 
illegal duress and the unlawful abrogation of all of the tenets 
of Article I of the Bill of Rights—with the exception of that 
dealing with religion.

for the Scripps-Howard chain of newspapers. On April 24th 
he wrote an article under the title: 


PLANES HOLD BALANCE OF POWER IN 
EUROPEAN STRATEGY 


“Contrary to many sleepy military and naval leaders,” he 
declared, “air power today holds the balance of power in the 
field of military influence.” 

Thereupon we come to this most grave announcement— 
“There’s a new speed record in the aviation world today, and 
it has many significant angles. The go-fast time now is 
463.943 miles per hour. It was made March 30th by a German 
Air-Force pilot, Capt. Hans Dieterle, in a Heinkle HE-112U, 
a single-seater land plane with a 2000 horse-power Daimler- 
Benx.” 

When the foregoing record is made official, it will supersede 
the Italian record of 440 mph made in 1934 by a seaplane, with 
3000-horsepower Fiat tandem engines. 

Both of these air records, take note, were made in so-called 
Fascist countries. And against them, countries overrun with 
Jews have what? 

Well, at least they have the Jews, but they’re the wrong kind 
of fliers.

CCORDING to the Washington Merry-Go-Round of April 

2end,if- England is foolish enough to start another war 
to make Germany the victim, here is what can happen: 
“British military intelligence has reported . . . Germany’s 
secret strategy in case of war. This is, first, to single out 
_ Britain for special attack, and, second, to concentrate on aerial 
warfare. This, Hitler knows, is the weakest point in Britain’s 
armor. 
“Nazi air strategy has been worked out as follows: 100 Ger- 
man planes to bomb London every hour, twenty-four hours a 
day. To this end, British Intelligence has discovered that 2,- 
400 planes already have been set aside. They would come in 
waves—1oo planes one hour, and then a rest for these planes, 
while another 100 take up the attack.” 
Then, irony of ironies, when the British defense specialists 
had worked out minute plans for the evacuation of 200,000 
adults and 1,500,000 children from London, they made the dis- 
concerting discovery that they had no place for such noncom- 
batants from the extreme danger zones, to go. 
All other English cities are overcrowded now—thanks to Jew- 
ish administrators’ fiddle-faddling with the British housing 
program across the Atlantic, precisely as they have fiddle-fad- 
dled with it here. 
In the light of the foregoing, it is conceivable that Hitler could 
wipe out every major city of the British Isles, while Roose- 
velt was frantically wig-wagging signals of promised support 
that will require something like four years to realize in planes 
of quality and quantity comparable to Nazi war planes of the 
present. 
There would be no second stalemate in Belgium—in the event 
of a renewal of the 20-year-ago conflict. Paris would get 
precisely the same medicine as London—and, after 2,400 planes 


had been bombing French cities for 24 hours, would undoubt- 
edly sue for peace. 

The day when war aviation consisted in taking tò a air in 
rickety Jenneys, in squadrons of three to seven, and fighting 
lone battles with enemy aircraft, has gone with the dodo. 
Hitler has been smart. While exiled Judah was contenting 
itself with screaming on paper—from the sanctuary of pro- 
Jewish countries—that the Fuerher couldn’t last six months, 
cramming their relatives into fat government jobs, padding 
payrolls, and engaging in fistfights with other officials about 
privileged parking-spaces for their limousines on government 
property, the Nazis have been concentrating on getting enough 
of the latest planes into the air—and an inexhaustible supply 
of pilots trained—to make the next conflict a swift and deadly 
debacle for Hitler’s enemies. -

War planes today range in cost all the way from $100,000 to 
$600,000. The least expensive costs $55,000 

Figure out, therefore, the practical difficulties in the way of 
competing with Hitler’s Nazi air-men in a sudden maneuver 
that means prolonged conflict. 

In addition, we have on this side of the Atlantic a nation that 
is 40 billions of dollars in debt, industry beggared, public 
morale at a lower ebb than at any time since Valley Forge, 
and a great bureaucracy of predatory, fanaggling, and nepotic 
Isrealites who—according to latest WPA disclosures—are ex- 
pecting the Gentiles to do the fighting against Hitler, obviously 
with bare hands, while they run the nation into vaster dis- 
aster, and steal the country blind in the process. It is begin- 
ning to seem comic—if it were not so tragic! 


Gok? it will dawn upon the rank and file of Americans

Our Excitable President 


URING the President’s term of office, he has 
averaged an “emergency” every six weeks. 
@ On March 16th Representative Bruce 
Barton, of New York, read into the Congres- 
sional Record Mr. Roosevelt’s “emergencies,” 
to a total of 39. 
No one has checked to see whether these 39 
“emergencies” which the President said existed on the various 
39 dates coincide roughly with the number of the Presidential 
fishing trips and other “vacations.” 
For the record the list is given as it appeared in the Congres- 
stonal Record : 
“All over the country,” the statement continued, “the protest 
is rising. 
“Press and people cry: ‘We are weary of government by 
emergency! Give us peace and a chance to go to work.’ 
“The people cry “Peace, peace, but there is no peace.” They 
now understand that so long as the New Deal is in power there 
will be no genuine appeasement. Nothing but a succession of 
crises, each one calling for more debt. Young people will do 
well to tighten their belts and fix their hopes on 1941; jobs in 
industry will continue to be scarce until after the election.” 
Representative Barton listed these excerpts from President 
Roosevelt's speeches and messages which he described as “a 
chronological list of these recurrent crises in the President’s 
own words’— 
“The national emergency is still critical,’ March 4, 1933. 
“In view of such national emergency,” March 6, 1933. 
“An unprecedented condition,” March 16, 1933. 
“Said national emergency continues to exist,” April 5, 1933. 
“The gravity of the emergency,” May 17, 1933. 
“A period of national emergency exists,” August 28, 1933. 
“Whereas I find, upon investigation, an economic emergency,” 


January 31, 1934. 
“EMERGENCY” IN FEBRUARY, 1934 


“The emergency still exists,” February 14, 1934. 

“Tt is part of an emergency program necessitated by the eco- 
nomic crisis,” March 2, 1934. 

“Prompt and vigorous action to meet the emergency,” June 
9, 1934. 

“As I have already stated, it is because of the current emer- 
gency of unemployment,” January 24, 1935. 

“In recognition of this great national need,” June 26, 1935. 
“With a resulting dislocation, restriction and obstruction of 
interstate commerce,” July 6, 1935. 


“A more potent danger at this moment to the future of civiliza- 
tion,” October 2, 1935. 
“A critical situation prompts this letter,” March 6, 1936. 
“Use of government equipment in such an emergency is hereby 
authorized,” March 18, 1936. 
“To relieve this serious situation will require the expenditure 
of substantial amounts,” September 2, 1936. 
“Emergency conditions still exist,’ January 14, 1937. 
“We propose to meet this emergency,” January 30, 1937. 
“I need not emphasize to you the seriousness of the problem,” 
February 28, 1937. 
“The increasing urgency,” March 4, 1937. 
“A condition has been developing so serious,” June 1, 1937. 
“The situation has been at a point of extreme danger,” June 
15, 1937. 

“CRISIS” IN SEPTEMBER, 1937 
“There is a crisis in American affairs which demands action 
now,” September 17, 1937. 
“The political situation in the world is such as to cause grave 
concern and anxiety,” October 5, 1937. 
“The passing nature of this problem,” October 24, 1937. 
“This presents an urgent problem,” November 29, 1937. 
“Since that time events have caused me growing concern,” 
December 29, 1937. 
“This is an urgency which must be met by complete and not 
by partial action,” January 3, 1938. 
“A serious menace to the fiscal system,” April 25, 1938. 
“Seriously impairing the economic effectiveness of private en- 
terprise,” April 29, 1938. 
“A matter of great public concern,” May 20, 1938. 
“Since my relief message to the Congress six weeks ago the 
unemployment situation has grown worse,” June 2, 1938. 
“The fabric of peace is in immediate danger,’ September 
26, 1938. 
“The deadline of danger from within and from without is not 
within our control,” January 4, 1939. 
“T trust, therefore, that the Congress will quickly act on this 
emergency program,” January 12, 1939.
